Trying to Sell an Automobile? 


—or are you trying to buy one. A plain, friendly 
talk from business men to business men.

Say that you were in need of a large 
quantity of material, or had a large order 
of any kind to place, it is natural for you 
to desire two things. 
1st. To get the best price. 


2nd. To give the business to some 
one who patronizes you. 
But if you went out to sell some man 
your goods at the same time or as part 
of a deal for the purchase of his goods, 
wouldn’t you put yourself immediately 
at a disadvantage ? 
Wouldn’t you rather seek bids or 
prices on a basis of cost and service, and 
after you had made your selection from 
that strictly unbiased standpoint, en­ 
deavor to work in the sale of your own 
goods?
